Below are the results of the Hall A He3 compass surveys performed for the E97110 run 
during August 2003. The deltas are offsets of the compass direction, (in degrees), from the 
incoming beam line.  A positive angle is clockwise from ideal looking from above.  They are 
listed sequentially as surveyed in the field.
